through the initiative. He replied 
that the matter had been in the 
hands of lawyers, but that he did 
not recall who they were. “I was 
the sponsor of the movement,” 
he said, ‘“‘but not officially its 
legal adviser.’’ However, Judge 
Priest differs with the Attorney- 


General as to the scope of the 
initiative. A repeal measure, he 


believes, is on the same legal foot- 
ing as a new enactment. 
George T. Priest, Judge Priest's 


'son, believed that proponents of 
'No. 4 would undertake injunction 


or mandamus proceedings, if nec- 
essary, to keep the matter from 


peing taken from the ballot. Judge 


Priest would not discuss this sug- 
gestion. 

The discussion has brought out 
the fact that no state official is 
definitely charged with the duty 
of deciding whether initiative and 
referendum proposas are legal. The 
Secretary of State’s duty is only 
to determine that the number of 
signatures is sufficient, and tne 
Attorney-General’s duty, so far as 
the statute provides, only to write 
a title for each proposal whicn 
will present it to the voters im- 
partially. Any dispute over the 
legality of a proposition, therefore, 
becomes a matter for court action. 

An address by Judge Priest, in 
support of No. 4, was issued yes- 
terday. It is headed ‘Proposal No. 
4 as a Paramount Issue.” 


In this address the Missouri pro- 
hibition law is spoken of as “the 
Missouri Volstead act.” It is de- 
clared to be “of doubtful validity 
under our Constitution, drastic, 
cruel and infamous.” 

Speaking of the planks against 
No. 4 in. the Republican and Dem- 
ocratic State platforms, Judge 
Priest writes: ‘We feel that our 
cause has been betrayed. The 
leading candidates of both parties 


are silent, because each party has! 


given an excuse for silence by a 
plank in opposition to proposal No. 
4. When one senatorial candidate 
thus surrenders his consistency and 
the other his moral issue, with bis 
own sense of morality involved, this 
political strategy leaves us without 
a candidate to represent this vital 
question, manifestly the most im- 
portant in the field of statecraft. 
Under the primary law this chicane 
shuts us out from having a candi- 
date of our own in the field.” 


In his denunciation of the ‘Mis- 
souri Volstead act,” Judge Priest 
writes: 

“The Missouri acts, concurrent 
with the Volstead act, are worse 
than the worst results of congres- 
sional enforcement. They are 
false in pretense and cruel in exe- 
eution. They pretend to promote 
‘economic welfare, ‘health, safety 
and morals,’ but they resound with 
the word ‘felony.’ They condenin 
citizens of Missouri to the peniten- 
tiary for acts which are not con- 


demned even as sinful in the Chris- | 


tian Gospels. They attempt to cre- 


istence as such, and doing so in 
concurrence with congressional big- 
otry and ignorance, they make citi- 


zens of Missouri liable to double | 


penalties for the same alleged of- 
fense. When, for such -purposes, 
Missouri homes are invaded on 
eooked-up search warrants or 
without them; when the arguments 
which silence protest are the club 
and the revolver, nd reasonable 
American, no ‘sane student of 
American law but must now know 
that the fundamental principles of 
American law’are violated, and that 
all who have a right to their safe- 
guards are left subject to outrage, 
the more arbitrary as it 
more systematic under the pretense 
of legality which the concurrent 
Missouri Volstead act gives it. 

A Vote for Nonconcurrence. 

“To vote Yes on Proposal No. 4 
is then, simply to vote that Mis- 
sourt does not concur in the origi- 


‘nal Volstead act in its methods or 


its purposes. The people of Mis- 
souri are then restored to equality 
with those of other states in which 
no such concurrent acts have been 
passed. Our police power as 4a 
State belongs to 
our Constitution only for the pur- 
pose of defending the rights of per- 
son and property. For this purpose 
only are the people of Missouri

10 BE $39,000,000 


Public Serviec Commission 
Expected to Fix That 
Figure for Rate-Making 
Purposes. 


The Missouri Public Service 
Commission is expected shortly to 
fix at approximately $55,000,909 
the valuation of the Laclede Gas 
Light Co. for rate-making purposes. 

The company, in arguments clos- 
ing a long hearing, asserted that 
its valuation was in excess of $74,- 
000,000. The city contended that 
no more than $40,000,000 should 
be allowed. . This was approximate- 
ly the figure at which Charles A. 
Munroe and a small group of as- 
sociates purchased control of the 
company in 1924, 

The commission for the last two 
weeks has had the $55,000,000 val- 


uation tentatively 1n mind. How- 
ever, it has been debating the sum 
of intangible values to be added to 
the bare bones physical value of 
the property and the final decision 
on this element may alter the figure 
appreciably. 

A valuation of $55,000,000 would 
justify the Laclede company in 
seeking an increase in gas rates 
charged in St. Louis, now $1 a 1000 
cubic feet. 

However, officers of the com- 
pany have stated repeatedly that 
they seek to reduce, not increase 
rates here. A $55,000,000 valua- 
tion would prevent the city from 
successfully prosecuting any mo- 
tion for a reduction in rates upon 
the basis of the present operation. 

The company, in ‘its valuation 


case, also suggested that the com- | 


mission permit it to lower the qual- 
ity of its gas below ‘690 _ British 
thermal units. The city replied 
that any reduction in heat units 
should be accompanied by a com- 
pensatory reduction in rates. 

During hearings before the com- 
mission, the* company indicated its 
intention of appealing to the Ied- 
eral Courts if the commission 
should deny it what it considered 
a fair valuation. At that time it 
was felt that the company would 
be satisfied to let a valuation of 
$55,000,000 stand.

OF STEPHENSON 


Former Stenographer of Ex- 
“Dragon” Discloses Its 
Hiding Place in a Bank 
Vault. 


REPORT OF DEAL 
FOR SILENCE 


Stephenson, It Is Said, Is xo 
Have Funds to Perfect 
Appeal From Murder 
Conviction.

INDIANAPOLIS, Oct. 19.—The 
Marion County grand jury which 
is trying to unravel the web of po- 
litical scandal spun round the sin- 
ister figure of D. C. Stephenson, 
former Ku Klux Klan overlord of 
the Indiana Republican party al- 
most laid hands yesterday upon 
Stephenson's “black box.” 

Mildred Meade, the defiant pret- 
ty girl of 23 who is described as 
a former friend of Stephenson in 
his palmy days, was taken before 
the grand jury. And before going 
into the jury room she led Prose- 
cutor William H. Remy to safety 
deposit box No. 406 in the vaults of 
the Indiana National Bank. 

Miss Meade, who had been 
sought by police for 10 days and 
was arrested and held in $2500 
bond when she unexpectedly re- 


turned to the home of her parents, 
uncon- | 


Sunday night, appeared 
cerned about the disclosure of the 
bank vault hiding place. Undoubt- 
ediy the deposit box had been a 
repository for at least one set of 
the blackmail papers of Stephen- 
son. 
Box May Have Been Rifled. 


It is those papers, alleged con- 
tracts with high officials of such 
a nature as would cause wholesale 
impeachments should they become 
known, which Stephenson has used 
as a club from behind the bars of 
Indiana State Prison where he is 
serving a life sentence for murder. 

Prosecutor Remy brought the de- 


when Miss-Meade was called to tes- 
ty. But the long black box, 
wrapped in paper, appeared s0 
light that it was generally as- 
sumed the contents had been rifled 
at an earlier date. Miss Meade's 
composure supported this deduc- 
tion also. 

Observers can no longer doubt 
that Stephenson has struck some 
kind of deal and that it is the Je- 
sire of his lieutenants to keep the 
incriminating papers out of the 
hands of the authorities. The doc- 
uments, if as described, would have 
a high money value to the officials 
involved with Stephenson. One of- 
ficial is reported to have placed 
their value at $50,000. 

Naturally the prosecuting attor- 
neyvs amd the committee of RKe- 
publican editors headed by Thomas 
H. Adams of Vincennes have no 


large sums to spend for incriminat-_ 


ing documents, and if there were to 
be any buying off of the persons to 
whom Stephenson intrusted papers, 
the purchasers would be the offi- 
cials involved, or their agents. 
However, Remy is working with 
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towering piles of steel and stone.

A recall petition seeking to oust 
the Governor was filed with the 
Secretary of State yesterday and 
committees including representa- 
tives of labor unions, will circulate 
petitions to obtain the 97,976 signa- 
tures required by law. 

The charges against the Gov- 
ernor in substance are that he “‘vi- 
olated his oath of office, committed 
wrong acts in office, and com- 
mitted right acts NM wrong ways.” 

Charges Against Governor. 

Gov. Hartley’s opponents charge 
that he has been an enemy to edu- 
cation, and has crippled State edu- 
cational institutions, and removed 
regents and other officials of insti- 
tutions who opposed his designs. 
The culmination of the trouble 
came with the recent suspension of 
President Suzzallo of the University 
of Washington. 

The action, though taken by the 
Board of Regents, is attributed to 
the Governor, who, it is alleged ob- 
tained Suzzallo’s replacement by re- 
proving regents favorable to Suzzal- 
lo and appointing officials who 
would oust him. 

The asserted disiike of the Gov- 
ernor for Suzzallo, supporters of 
the latter assert, dates back to_the 

ar when the university president 
as chairman of the State Council 
of Defense urged an eight-hour day 
in lumber camps.

Reports of Europe’s Til Will 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

HAT, pray, is the reader to believe 

regarding all these conflicting 
stories of Europe’s hatred for the United 
States. Too frequently, it seems, some 
“special” writer, in dire words and lurid 
colors, tells us how they hate us over 
there. 

In Sunday’s edition of your valuable 
paper appeared a long article by Bolitho 
setting forth in much detail all about the 
cause, symptoms and technique of all this 
hating business and, if one were to be-- 
lieve Mr. Bolitho unreservedly, the En- 
glish, French and Belgiaftts have very lit- 
tle time left for anything else but hating 
us. It strikes me that the peace of the 
world is but little furthered by such 
“epecial’ writers. This particular artici- 
smacks too much of bias and a lack of 
endeavor to understand this much mud- 
died situation. 

In the same edition of your paper, on 
the editorial page, our friend my “Lori 
Howe Dumb,” now in Belgium, gives an 
entirely contradictory story. A short time 
ago the president of one of our big co.- 
leges, returning from Europe, was quoted 
in the papers to the effect that all these 
reports of “hating” us and discriminacing 
avainst us and molesting American tour- 
ists were chiefly much to do about noth- 
ing. A tourist can get into trouble any- 
where in the world if he is looking <or it. 

My own personal experience in France 
during the summer of 1924 was delight- 
ful. I went abroad alone. I knew not one 
soul in all Europe. Nobody waited for 
me in any of the countries I visited, vet I 
had no trouble, was not molested or over- 
charged. (I made my trip for an aver- 
age of $2.50 per day) and, in spite of h-- 
ing an American, I was treated with 
courtesy everywhere. 

Bolitho’s article, describing hatred, 
spits hatred itself. My point is, that the 
great aim of this sorry mess we ¢all civ- 
ilization should be to learn to live ta- 
gether in peace and this dream of uni- 
versal peace cannot be helped by givins 
the masses such reports to read, carry- 
ing as they do, the authority of the print- 
ed word in a great newspaper. 

For real information and impartiality 
and better understanding of other pro- 
ples let us hear some more from Pau! An- 
derson.

THE ANNEXATION CAMPAIGN. 


One week remains of the annexation campaign. 
Meanwhile, no one against annexation has told the 
Post-Dispatch how the county plans to improve itself 
if it does not come into the city.
